SETTLERS ARE DOING 


When the reporter for thie paper left; 
Gleichento look over the agricultural 
resources of the district he drove north 
fora distance of two miles and passed a 
nomwber of fine farme with fine buildings 
and good tiehla nf grain on every ride, 

We then turned east ond saw a num: | 
ber of good fields but when we had-gone | 
three niles east we come to a 160 acre| 
field of grain whieh was as good if not 
the best we bava ever seen, On the 
Hext quarter eection we Pawn ehack 
witha fine large garden near at hand 
where we found tha proprietor of the 
place working. Thit we learned was 
ont friend, W.D. Prepo, who bad, come 
here in the epring of 1907 and beeun 
fartvirg on a thalf section of drimated 
jund whieh he had purcheeed from the 
C.P1.C.Co. He informed us that that 
field of grain which we had just paseed 
wae come of hia planting, on breaking 
which was done ducing the middle of 
July last year and eeeded to ots daring 
the middle and inst of April this year 
lie invited ue into see hie warden, whivh 
consisted of nore than an vere, Firet 
die showed us rows vod rowe of carrute 
and parenipe, and next table 
heete. Next came early pens, and next 
were raddisies, planted between rows 
of sweetcorn, He explained that the 
raddishes being used now and 
would goon be ont of the way hetore the 
corn became large eaongh to ehade the 
ground and require deep cultivation 
Next were rows of lead lettuce, and 
next rows and rows of beann and enim 
tier peas with a few roweef sneer 
ripe and vatly potatads for table use. 
We notived that hiesentive place” wae 
fenced with a heavy woven wire fence 
and just back of the warden was au aifal 
fi pretnre where there war contined a 
Bomber of brood sows aud « baud of 
eatly epring pigs. Me. Trev ndvinaed 
tie that these sowe lac lived wll fall and 
nearly all winter on hie stubble feld« 
and that the only oves that were getting 
any grain Low was the elutes to keep 
thei growing, and that the sows were 
keeping in nice condition on the green) 
feed 

He then lead the way to a fleld where 
he showed ov about an acre of fie look- 
iny cabbage and three acres of 
turnips which were planted in rowe 

Here we'fegnud one mau with a ygar- 
den caltivatér, which be wae pushing 
ahead of hid Guiting ont ail weeds along 
(he rows and lougening up the ground 
We were told that the next operation 
sould be to thin them to about one foot 
apartin the soweand by thorough cuiti- 
vation and irrigation that he expected 
to harvest from 16 to 20 tone per ace 
and that they would bring about €15 per 
tor on the Calvary macket #acked. 

We were then ehowua field of abont 
80 acres of potatoes Where we found one 
tau and team coltivating and two move 
with hoes cutting out all weeds which 
the caltivater had mireed, Alter them 
came another man and team with a direc 
cultivator for ridging then upand leay 
a furrow betweeo the rows, Thie war 
to cover the potatoes well with earth to 
prevent their being sunburned and to 
protect them from frost ehould we yet 
aoy heavy freezee befure they were all 
dug in the fall, and to get Chenin ehape 
for irrigation. 

He next tock ustoan field of epring 
wheat which locked tine, bat we noticed 
a dividing line io the field where cue 
portion wae extra heavy and thick and 
of a mach darker color than the other 
We were informed that thie was land 
that had yrown a crop of pocotoer the 
previous year and the other land bad 
been in wheat the year befs e, 

A field of eeven acres of tield pear, 
were grown more to fertilize theland pre- 
purtory to planting potatoes on it the 
following year than for the protit in the 
pea crop. Yet Mr. Trego claimed it was 
a very profitable crop. 

When we inquired as tothe profit in 
growing potatoes be etated thatit war 
his intention to warket mort of hie in 
Auagnet for eaily potatoes and that they 
would likely vet bi fron $40 to §60 per 
acre,
